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q Am not ignorant , that 
SY this later Age hath 
220 brought forth a ſwarm 
Fl} of buſic heads , which 
i] meaſure the great my- 
al ftcrics of State by the 
M Rulc of their ſelf-con- 
ceited wiſdome; But if 
m—__ yo co{idcr;that 
theCommon-wealth governed by grave Coun- 
ſellors,is like unto a Ship directed by a skilfull 
Pylot, to whom the neceſſities of occaſions 
and grounds of Reaſon, why hee ſteereth the 
Helme to this or that point of the Compaſle, 
are better knowne , then to thoſe that ſtand a- 
loofe off; they would perhaps be more ſparing 

if not more wary in their Reſolutions. 
For my owne particular, ] muſt confeſſe, 
that ] am naturally too much inclined to his 
A 3 opini- 
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opinion, who once ſaid 3 Qu bene latuit, Lene 
vixit, and freſhly recalling to mind, the ſay- 
ing of Furs to his Friend at the houre of 
his untimely Death : 


Diſce, meo exemplo, mandato munere ſungt : 
Et fuge ceu Peſtem, Tiy maunpeyperoeay, 


] could eaſily forbeare to make my hand- 
writing the Record of any opinion, which ne- 
vertheleſſe I proteſt to maintaine, rather deli- 
beratively then by the way of a concluſive af- 
fertion 3 Therefore without waſting precious 
time any longer , with ncedleſſe Prologue, I 
will briefly ſet downe the queſtion 1n the 
termes following : 

whether it be more expedient to ſuppreſſe Po- 
prſh praiſes, agaiiſt the due Allegiance to his 
Majeſtie, by the ſtritt execution of the L awes 
Touching Fefuites, and Seminary Prieſts, or ta 
reſtraine them to cloſe Priſon daring life, if” no 
reformation following. 

The doubt propounded confiſting of Two 
Branches,neceffirily requireth to be diſtin&tly 
lrandled, that by comparing either part the 
conveniency, mentioned in the Queſtion , may 
be clcered with more facilitie. ; 

Sts 

In favour of the firſt Diviſion there are not 
a few, who grounding themſelves on an ancient 
Proverbe, Next 3 Paxre, A deadmanbites nat : 
Affirme that fuchare dangerous to be preſer- 
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ved alive, who being guilty, condemned, and 
full of fearc, arc likely for purchaſe of life and 
liberty, to ingage their utmolt in deſperate ad» 
ventures againſt their Kivg and Countrey. 

2. Noleſle is it to be teared, that while the 
Sword of Juſtice is remiſſe in cutting off hai- 
nous offenders , againſt the dignity of the 
Crownezthe miſled Papal multitude in the in- 
tcrim, may enter into a jealous ſuſpence, whe 
ther that forbearance proceed from the feare 
of exaſperating their deſperate humours ,- or 
that it 1s now become queltionable,whether the 
execution of their Prieſts be ſimply for matter 
of State, or pretended quarrell for Religion. 

3. And whereas in a remedileſſe inconveni- 
ence,t is lawfull to uſe the extremity of Lawes 
againſt ſome few, that many by terrour of the 
Example may be reformed 3 what hope can 
there be, that clemency may tame their S, 
who interpret his Majeſtics grace in Tranf uo 
ting their Prieſts out of this Realme to be a 
meere ſhift, to rid the Priſons of thoſe whom 
Conſcience could not condemne of any capitall 
crime. 

4. Neither are their vaunting whiſperings 
to be negleted, by which they ſeeke ro con- 
firme the fearetull Soules of their party;and to 
inveigle the ignorant, doubtfull, or diſconten- 
ted perſons'3 for if the glorious extolling of 
their powerfull Friends, and the expeing of 
2 golden day be ſuffered, to winne credit on 
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tie mcaner ſort, the relapſe cannot be ſmall, or 
the meanes eaſie to reforme the Errour, with- 
out a generall combultion of the State. 

5. Let experience ſpeake ſomewhat in this 
behalfe, which hath evidently diſcryed within 
the current of feiy yeares 3 That the forbea- 
rance of Severity hath multiplied their Roll 
in ſuch manner, that it remaines as a Corraſive 
ro thouſands of his Majeſties well affeted 
Subjeas. 

6. To what purpoſe ſerves it, to muſter the 
names of the Proteſtants, or to vaunt them to 
be ten for-one of the Romaz faction, as if bare 
figures of numeration could prevaile againſt an 
united party reſolved and adviſed atorchand, 
how to turne their faces with aſſurance unto 
all dangers, while in the meane time, the Pro- 
teſtants neftling in vaine ſecurity, ſuffer the 
weed to grow up that threateneth their bane 
and mercileſfſe ruine ? 

7. Sometimes the Oath of Supremacre cho- 
ked their preſumptuous imaginations, and yet 
eould not that infernall ſmoake be wholly 
{mothered, nor the Locuſts iſſuing there-our, 
be cleanſed from the face of this Land. Now 
that the Temporall power of the King, coatai- 
ned in the Oath of Alegearce, is by rhe Papall 
Sea, and many of the Adorers thereof, impu- 
dently ayowed to be unlawfull ; ſhall the 
broachers of ſnch Do&rine be ſuffered to live, 
yea to live and be received. of us , for _— 

eſtru- 
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deſtrution they groane daily ? 

8. Tobearight Popiſh Prieft, intruc En- 
glith ſenſe, 5 to beare the Chara#ter of a diſloy- 
all Renegade, of his naturall okedience to his So- 
verargne 5 Whom, if by connivence he ſhall 
let ſlipor chaſtice with a light hand 3 what 
:mmunity may not Trayterous delinquents in 
lefler degrees expect or challenge after a fort, 
in Equity and Juftice- 

9 Ff there were no receivers there would be 
no Theeves : Likewiſe, if there were no Har- 
bourers of the 7eſuttes, it is to be preſumed 
that they would not trouble this Ifle with 
their preſence 3 Therefore Rigor muſt be ex- 
readed againſt the Receiver, that the Jeſwuzre 
may be kept out ef doeores zwere it then indit- 
ferent Juſtice to hang vp the Acceſſary and ler 
the Principall goe free 3 namely to ſuffer the 
Prieſt to | 1s breath at length, while the 
entertainer of him vnder his Roofe ſubmits his 
«body to the Executioners hand > Without 
doubt if it be fit to forbeare the chiefe, it will 
be neceſſary to receivethe ſecond offender in- 
to proteftion « Vherewith a miſchiefe muſt 
enſue of continuall expence 3 and ſcandalons 
reſtraint of ſo great a number. 

Io, Reputation is one of the Principall Ar- 
terves of the Common-wealth, which 24ax:me 
ys well knowne to the Secretaries of the Pa- 
pacie; That by privateForgerics and publicke 
impreſſions of CHE they endeavour 

to 
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to wound us in that vitall part 5 Howlſoever 
therefore, ſome few of that ſtampe being bet- 
ter tempered then their fellowes in defence of 
this preſent government , have not ſparcd to 
affirmez That tyranny 1s vnjuſily aſcribed there- 
unto, for ſo much as freedome of Conſtience,after 
4 ſort, may be redeemed for money 5 Notwith- 
ſtanding there want not many Pamphleters of 
their fide, who opprobriouſly caſt in our 
teethes , the converting ofthe Penalty, in- 
flicted on Recuſants, and refuſers of the oath 
of alleageancejtrom the Kings Exchequer to a 
particular purſe: ſurely we cannet preſume 
that theſe L7bellers may be diſſwaded from 
ſpitting out their venome maliciouſly againſt 
vs, when they thall fee their Przefis mewed 
vp without further proceſſe of Law : For ei- 
ther they will attribute this calme dealing to 
the Juſtice of their cauſe, the ſtrength of their 
party. or patience, or that tra of.time hath 


diſcovered our Lawes importing overmuchk » 


——_—_ in good policy, to be thought fit- 
ter for abrogation, by non vſance, then repea- 
led by a publicke decree. 


I 1. Moreover it is fore-thought by ſome,that 
if theſe Seminaries be onely reftrayned, that 
they may prove hercafter like a ſnake , kept in 
the Boſome, ſuch as Boxer, Gardiner, and 0- 
thers of the ſame Livery ſhewed themſelves to 
he after Liberty, obtained in Queene Hartes 


dayes, 
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dayes 3 And if the loſſe of their Ghoſtly Fa- 
thers agrieve them,it is probable;that they will 
take Armes ſooner, and with more courage to 
= Living, thento ſet vpa Trophie to the 
cad. | 

12. Howſoever the/eſurtes Band is knowne 

in their Native ſoyle, to be defe@ive in many 
reſpets , which makes them vnderlings to 
the Proteſtants ; as inauthority, armes and the 
Prote&ion of the Lawes, which is all in all: 
Nevertheleſſe;they infinuate themſelues to for- 
raigne Princes,favouring their party,with pro- 
miles of ſtrange aſſiſtance at home 3 if they 
may be well backed from abroad 3 To which 
purpoſe they have divided the Inhabitants of 
this Realme into foure Sets 3 Whereof 
Ranking their Troupes in the firſt place (as 
due to the pretended Catholiques) they afſu- 
mcd a full tourth part to their poey » and 
of that part againe they made a Subdiviſion 
into two portions z namely of thoſe that open- 
ly renounced the eftabliſhed Church of Ex- 
gland, and others whoſe certaine number could 
not be aſſigned : Becauſe they frequented our 
ſervice,ourSacramets,reſerving their hearts to 
their Lord God the Pope. The ſecond party 
they allot to the Proteſtants, who retaine yet, 
as they ſay, ſome Reliques of their Church 3 
The third Ranke and largeſt, was left vnto 
the . Puritars, whom Thy hate deadly, 
: B 2 in 
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in reſpe&, that they will hold no indifferen 
quarter withPapifſtry.The fourth and laſt ma- 
miple 3 They affigne to the Polzticrazs ; 
Huomini (ſay they) Senza Dio, & Senz ani- 
a ; Men without feare of God, or regard of 
their Soules 3 Who buſying themſelves onely 
with matters of State, retaine no ſenſe of Re- 
ligion: withc..c doubt, if the Authors of this 
partition have caſt their account aright, we 
muſt confeſle, the latter Broode 1s to be aſcri- 
bedproperly vnto them 3 For if the vndermi- 
ning of the Parliament Houſe,the ſcandalizing 
of the King in Print, who is Gods annoynted ; 
And the refuſall of naturall obedience , be 
workes of thoſe that neither ſtand in awe of 
God or Confcience 3 well may the Papifts 
boaſt, that they are aſſured of the firſt number; 
and may preſume likewiſe of the laſts friend- 
ſhip,when occaſion ſhall be offered 3 For the 
preventing of which combination 3 it is a ſure 
way to cut off the Heads 3 that ſhould tyc the 
knot,or at leaſt;to brand them with a marke in 
the forehead, before they be diſmiſſed, or aſter 
the opinion of others, to make them vmyel- 
come tothe fxminine Sexe 3 which now with 
great — imbraceth them. 

Theſe are for the moſt part Arguments yen- 
ted in ordinary diſcourſe, by many who fup- 
poſea Przeſts breath tobe contagious in our 
Ergliſh Ayre 3 others there arevho maintaine 
the ſecond part of the queſtion , with reaſons 
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not vaworthy of obſervance. 
Death is the end of Temporall woes ; But it 
may in no wiſe te accounted the grave of memory; 
Therefore howlſaever it is in the power of Ju- 
ſtice to ſuppreſle the perſon of a man, the opi- 
nion for which he ſuffered ( conceived truly or 
vatruely in the hearts of a multitude ) is not 
ſubje& tothe edge of any ſwor.is how tharpe 
or keene ſocver : I conteſſe that the Tecth are 
ſoone blunted, that byte only out of the malice 
of a ſingular fa&tion : But where poyſon is dit- 
fuſed through the veynes ofaCommon-wealth 
with intermixture of Blood, good and bad, ſc- 
paration is to be made rather by vacuation, 
then by preſent inciſion : The greateſt byter 
ofa State is Ezvre joyned with thirſt of R#- 
Verge, which ſcldome declares it ſelfe in plaine 
Colours, vntill a Jealouſie conceived of perſo- 
nalldangers breaketh our into deſperate reſolu- 
tions : Here comes it to paſſe, that when one 
mal-contented member 1s grieved, thereſt of 
the body is ſenſible thereof 3 neither can a 
Prieſt or Teſurte be cut off without a generall 
murmure of their Secretaries , which being 
confident in their number , ſecretly arme for 
oppoſition, or confirmed with their Martyrs 
blood, (as they are perſwaded) reſolve by pati- 
ence and ſufferance to glorifie their cauſe 3 and 
to merit heaven. Doe we not daily ſee, that it 
is caſier to confront a private Enemy, then a 


fociety or Corporation : And that the _ 
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of a State is more immortall then the ſpleene 
ofa Monarchy 3 Therefore except it be de- 
monſ{trated,that the whole RemarCity which 
conſiſts not of one broode, but of a ſucceſſion 
of Perſons may be cut off atthe firſt ſtroake, 
25 one entrei head, I ſce no caule to thinke our 
ſtate ſecured by fitting on the ſkirts of ſome 
few Semnarzes , Icaving inthe meanc time 
2 multitude of ſnaricrs abroad , who alrea- 
dy ſhew their Tecth and onely waite opportu- 
nity to bite fiercely - I will not deny, that 
whom we feare, we commonly hate 3 provi- 
ded alwaies, that no merit hath interceeded a 
recorciliation 3 For there is great difference 
between hatred conceived againſt him that 
will take away the life, and him that may 
juſtly doe it, and yet in Clemency forbeares 
ro put it in effe& 3 For the latter breedeth re- 
verent awe, whereas the former ſubje&eth to 
ſervile feare, alwaies accompanied with deſire 
of innovations. And although it hath bin affir- 
med of the Church of Rome 3 Quod! Pontifici- 
um genus ſemper. crudele ; Nevertheleſſe out 
of Charity, let us hope that all Devils are 
not ſo black as they are paynted; Soine or per- 
haps many of them there are, whom Conſci- 
ence or in default thereof, pure ſhame of the 
world will conſtrain to confefle, that his Ma- 
jeſtie moſt graciouſly diſtinguitheth rhe 
Theory of Popery, from the Active part there- 
of 3 as being naturally inclined 3 Parvispec- 
catls 
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catis veniamgmagins ſeveritatemcommodare;nec 
pena ſemper, ſed Sepius poenttentia Conteutus 
eſſe. 

2. Miſtaking of puniſhments , legally 

inflicted ,commonly proceeds from fond pit- 
ty , or the intereſt which we have in the ſame 
cauſe, both which beget blind partiality.Ad- 
mit then that the Papall fide, afteting merit, 
by compaſſion may be meerely touched, with 
the reſtraint of their Semzzarzes ; that cannot 
be denyed,I hope, except they had the hearts 
of Tygers ; that in humanity they will pre- 
fcrre their caſe of durance before the Rigor of 
death : And albeit that Parsons, BzLLiak- 
MINE, and the Pore himſelfe, conſtraine 
their ſpirituall Children , to thruſt their tin- 
gers intothe fire, by refuſing the oath of allea- 
geance : Notwithftanding we have many Te- 
ſtimonies in Judiciall Courts, and printed 
Bookes, that the greater part of them are of 
that Theban Hunters mind,who wonld rather 
have ſeen his Dogs cruell Acts, then have felt 
them, to his owne coſt. 
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Garnet himſelfc. alſo in one of his ſe- 
cret Letters lamented, that after his death, 
hee ſhould not be enroled amongſt the 
Martyrs : Becauſe that no. matter of 
_—_ was obje&ed againſt him , yet 
it plainely appeares in his demeanure 3 


That hee weuld gladly have __— 
tne 
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the poſſibility ofthat glory, if any ſuch hope 
had remained, neither 1s it to be preſumed,that 
being in priſon, he would ever have conceived 
that we durſt not touch his Reverence, or that 
theLaw was remifſe,which had juſtly condem- 
ned him and left his life to the Kings m_—_ it 
was the diſtance of the place and not perſons, 
that interpreted the ſending over Seas of the 
Prieſts, to be a greater Argument of their 1n- 
nocency, then of his Majeſtics forbearance : 
For hadFather Parſons himſelfe bin Coram 70- 
bis, his ſong would rather have been of mer- 
cy then Juſtice. It is truely ſaid, that we are 
all inſtruced, Better by examples then precepts 3 
Therefore if the Lawes printed,8& inditments 
recorded cannot controle the Calumniations 
ofthoſe that wilfully will miſtakeTreaſon for 
Religion, By the execution of 2. or 3.' of that 
Backbiting number,I doubt not,but the queſti- 
on may readily be decided, Namq; immeadzrca- 
bile wulnus enſe vecidecdum eff, ne pars 
ſincera trahatar. 


Todally with Pragmaticall Papiſts, eſpeci- 
ally with thoſe that by their example 8& coun- 
ſell pervert his Majeſties Subjects, I hold it 2 
poynt of meere Injuſtice : For what comfort 
may the good _ when the bad are by con- 
nivence freed to ſpeake and imboldened, to put 
their diſloyall thoughts in execution ? For ex- 
plaining therefore of my meaning, it is ne- 

ceſſary 
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ceſſary to have a regard vntothe nature of the 
Ki:1gs Liege people;that are to be reformas by 
cxample otIuſtice,8 other forrayners who will 
we, nill we,mulſt be cenſurers ot our actions, 
It hath been truly obſerved;that the Nations 
of Europe, wb are moſt remote from Rome, are 
more ſuperſtitiouſly enclined to the dregs of 
that place, then the neare neighbours of tat : 
whether that humor proceed from thecoplexi- 
on of theNprthern bodies w® is naturally more 
retentive of old Cuſtomes,then hotterRegions; 
or that the vices of the City, ſeated on 7.Hils, 
are by crafty Minifters of that Sea, concealed 
from the vulgar ſort,Lliſt not now diſcuſſe,but 
moſt certaine it is, thar the people of this Ifle 
exceed the Romazs mn zeale of their profeſſion: 
Inſomuch;that inRome it ſelfe, I have heard the 
ErgliſhFugittues taxed by the name of P:chia- 
pettt Ingleſs, Now as ourCountrymen take ſu- 
rer holdfaf of PapallTraditions;then others:{o 
are they naturally better fortified with a cou- 
rage to endure death for rhe maintenanceof 
that cauſe 3 For this Clymate is of that tem- 
perature,out of which Yegeti« holdeth it fit- 
teſt, to chooſe a valiant ſouldier, where the 
heart finding it ſelf provided of plenty of blood 
to ſuſtain ſodain Iles, is not ſo ſoone appre- 
henſive of death or dangers,as where the ſtore- 
houſe of blood being ſmall, every hazard ma- 
keth paleCheeks and trembling hands( Aol, J 
ſay ancient writers, hello 1ntreprdr, nec mortes 
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ſenſu deterrentur : And thereunto Botero the [- 
talign beareth witneſſe in his relations of 
many ſtrangers,therefore comming out of for- 
raine parts, among the Rarities ofEnglandgdefi- 
red to ſee whether report hath not bin too la- 
vith in affirming that our condemned perſons 
yeeld their bodies to death with cheerfulneſſe . 
And were it not that by daily experience, we 
can call our ſelves to witneſle of this truth , J 
could produce the Revexend Judge Forteſcue, 
who in commendation of our Ezzleſh Lawes , 
made ſuteable, as he well obſerveth, to the. in- 
bred conditions of theInhabitants of thisSoyle,. 
avoweth that the Ezgliſb people in tryall for 
ctiminall cauſes arenot compelled byTortures 
to confeſle,as in other Nations it is vfed,for as 
much as the qualiry of the Ezegl:ſh is known to 
be lefſe fearetull of death, then of Torments, 
for which cauſe, if the Torments of the Civill 
Law were offered to-an innocent perſon in E-- 
gland, he would rather yeeld himſelfe guilty 
and ſuffer death,then endure the horror of lin- 
gring paines 3 17:ſulani pleramg; fares (ſaith 
one) and fo true it 1s, that this Country is ſtai- 
ned with that imputation,notwith Randing that 
many are = to death, to the end that others, 
by their fall, might learne in time to beware : 

xt then it doth appeare that tertor prevailes nor 
ro keep men from offences,which are condem- 
ned by Law andConſcience,what aſſurance can 
there be to ſcare thoſe who are conſtantly ſa- 
tisficd in their minds, that their ſufferings are 
| either 
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either expreſly or by implicationfor matter of 
Religionand health of their Soules 3 In ſuch a 
caſe to threaten death to Engliſhmen ; Quibus 
#thil intereſt humive, ſublimiue patreſcant, is 
a matter of ſmall conſequence, PurpuratisGal- 
lis, Italis aut Hiſpanis ifta minitari,to a ſet- 
led reſolution of death, menaces to prolong a wea- 
riſome life, prevaile much more tn ſuck caſes . 
Rightly did Clemert the 8b confider that by 
burning two Ergliſbmern 1n Ryme for ſuppoſed 
Hereſie, he rather impaired his cauſe;then ber- 
tered it 3 Jnſomuch that many preſent at the 
reſolute death ofMr. 24rſb, _ was brought 
to duſt in Campo di Sante Fiore, ſpared not te 
oclaime him for a-Marty, cartied away of 
is aſbes for aRehque,& wiſhed their ſoules/in 
the ſame place with his; which newes brought 
to thePopes eare,cauſed him (as it was bruted a- 
bout in Rome) ſolemnly proteſt 3 That none of 
the Eneliſh N ation ſhould publiquely from that 
timeforward, be conſumed with fire ; On the 0- 
ther ſidetf we read the volumes written inpraiſe 
of thetr Prieſts conſt ancy,their Martyrologic or 
Kalender of Martyrs, ad Path way of fatvati- 
ON, 4s it were chalked out vnto the Papiſtsy, by 
ſacrificing their lives for the Pope 3 me ſhall find 
that by taking away of onewehave confirmed and 
invited many;whereof 1 could give particalay 1N- 
ftances,if 1 thought any ſcruple were made in that 
porat 
As for forraigne parts, which hold with the 
Papall Supremacy, it is cleete , that they 
| C 2 e-, *- 
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will be ſevere and partiall Judges in this cauſez 
For albeit that here inEzglazd it is wellknown 
toall true and loyallSubjeds 3 that for matter 
of RomanuNoGrine,no mans life is dire&ly cal- 
led into queſtion : But that their diſobedience 
in reaſon of State,is the only motive of their 
proſccutionzNeverthelefſe where a greatCan- 
ton of Chriſtendome is rooted 1na contrary 0- 
pinion,& things inthis world are for the moſt 
Jart eſteemed by outward appearance 3 this 
and cannot eſcape malicious {candals,neithet 
ſhal there be want ofColledges to ſupply their 
faction with Seminaries. Therefore again,and 
gain Ifay,that if the ſtate of the queſtion were 
G ſer that it were poſſible by a generall execu- 
tion of the Przefts and their Adberezts, to end 
the controverſic, J could in ſome ſortwith bet- 
ter will ſubſcribe thereunto.z But ſecing ] find 
little hope in that courſe, J hold it ſafer to be 
ambitious of the victory, which is purchaſed 
with lefle loſſe of blood,and to proceed,as T ul- 
hy teacheth hisOrator 3 who when he cannot whol- 
by overthrow bis Adverſary,yet ought he to doe it 
73: ſome part, and with all endeavour to confirme 
his awne party tn the beſt manner that may le, 
4. Hethat forbeareth to ſowe his ground in 
expeFance of qoad winde,or a favourable Moone, 
commonly hath a poore Crop, and a leane Purſe; 
So ihall it fare with this ſtare, if private whiſ- 
perings of diſc6tented perſons,that neverlearnt 
to ſpeak well,be too nicely regardedzyet ought 
re ny, ' they 
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they not to be {lightly ſet at nought, leſt: our 
credit grow light, even in the Ballance of our 
deareſt triends. ThePapaſticallLibels informe 
againſt vs, as if we were deſirous to groiv fat

ſeverity ſleepe a while,and-try what alteration 
the pardoning of C:%24may procure 3 TheEm= 
perourharkened to her Caunſell, and thereby 
found his Enemies mouthes ftopt, and the ma- 
lice abated 3 ſome there are perchance, that 
will terme this Clemency,: innovation; and 
vouch the Precedent of that City , whoper-

laid by the grave Fathers of the Church, and 
perceive their children neglect to build ther- 
upon : with exceeding marvaile,I reſtalmoſi 
. beſides my ſelfe. For never was their better 
Ground-plot: laid, which hath bin ſeconded 
with lefſe ſucceſſe. 1t was not the hanging wp 
of the Bull of Pins Quintus on the Biſhop of 
London doores, or the forbearing to hang wp 
Prieſts,that hath wrought this eApoſtaſie : but 
the idlenefle, and infuhciency of many Tea- 
chers, conſpiring with thePeoples cold zeale, 
'that hath biz the contriver of this unhappy 
+eh, Untillthe xith, yeare of 2u2e# El:44- 
beth's R2igne, a Recuſants name was ſcarcely | 
knowne : The reaſon was,becaule that _ i 
zeale 
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zeale, begotten in the time of the Marian 
perſecutiou, were. yet freth in memory.z And. 
the late Perſecutors wat ſo amazcd. with the 

ſuddaine alteration of Religion, that they 

could not chooſe but ſay D zg7tm Det eſt bzc.. 
In thoſe dayes, there was an emulation be- 
tween the Clergy and the Laity : anda ſtrife 
aroſe, . whether of them ſhould ſhew themſetues 
moſt affettonate to.the G oſpell; Miniſters han- 
ted the houſes of worthielt men,where /eſwzts 
now build; their Tabernacles 3 and poore 
CountryChurches were frequented with the 
beſt in the Shire. The Word of God was 
pretious, Prayer and Preaching went hand in 
hand together : untill Archbiſhop. Grin- 

dals diſgrace, and Hatfields hard conceit of 
prophecying,- brought rhe flowing of theſe 

good gon roa ſtill water : The name of 2 

Papilſt ſmelt ranck, even in their owne No- 
{trills, and for pure ſhame to be accounted 

ſuch , - they reſorted duly, both to our Char- 
ches and exerciſes ': But when they ſaw ther 
greas Coriphens Sanders had ſlily pied. the 
zame,of Puritans, upon the ſleeves of Prote- 

ſtants,that encountred them with moſt cou- 

rage, & perceived that theword was pleaſing 
to ſome of our own ſide,theytook hart agrace 
to.ſct-litle by the ſervice of God, & duty to 

their Soverarga,therwith ſtart up fro amorg 
us,ſome that might have bin recommended for 
their zeale, if 1t had bin tempered with dil- 
cretion, who fore-running the authority of the 


Maetfiratetook upon them un ſundry oy | 
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and publikely to cenfure, Sever 

not Pt their private conceits, with which 
crofſe humours vented in Pulpits ant Pam- 
phlets,moſt men grieve to be frozen in zcale, 
and in ſuch ſort med, that whoſecver 
(as the worthy Loyd Keeper Bacon obſerved mm 


thoſe dayes mp a little ſparke of car- 
www med no leſſe then red fire, hot 
DOGS of the other 3 And as ſame 
things fare the worſe, for an ill Ne Irs 
ſake,dwelling beſide them,ſo did it betide the 
Proteſtant , who ſeeking to Curbe the Papiff, 
or reprove an idle Droane, was incontinent- 
ly branded , with the ignominous note of a 
Precifian. All which wind,brought plenty of 
water to the Popes Mill.and there will moſt 
_ ind, where they ſee apparence to bee 
we . 
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If without great inconvenience the chil- 
dren of Papiſts could be brought up out of 
their company,it were a happy turne : But I 
find it to befull of difficulty; There is provi- 
fion made to avoid Popiſh Schoo 
but there 15no ward againſt PopiſhSchoole- 
miſtreſſes, that infeR the ſilly Infants while 
they carry them in their Armes, which mo- 
veth me to ſuppoſe that the former propo- 
{tion to examine how Children and ſervants 
are brought up ; and truly to certifie the liſt 


of

of the Communicants,andRecuſants,w ill be 
the readieft meanes to. let his Majeſty know 
the yearly increaſe or decreaſe of the church 
in every D zoceſſe: And whoſoever ſhall ſend 
his children,or any of his Majeſties ſubjedts, 
to be placed in Monaſteries ', or Seminary 
Colledges, or Popiſhly tobe brought up in 
forraine parts : Ithinke that for puniſhment 
both the one & the other,worthily might be 
diſtranchiſed of rhe przui/edpes,due to natural 
Engliſh-men ; (o far-forth,"'sany good by the 
Lawes may deſcend tothem : But not to be 
exempted bom the penalties thereof 3 orthe 
Regall juriſdiction of the Crowne. ] know. 
well that contradi&tion is od1ous, and makes 
aman ſecme ambitious, to be thought more 
underftanding then others.In which caſc,the 
Sparyard uſeth onely to terme him - preſum- 
ptuous,yvhom he would call Foole. if civility 
wou'd-beare it. - But 12 my defence, 7 hope it 
ſhall ſ'fiice agate, to revive my former prote- 
fatronythat Fdiſcourſe by the way of propoſition, 
rather the Arrogance of defintug any thisg : 
with pardon therefore,' may 1 be permitted ty 
ſay. That the: firſt eafie Law of xijd.inflicted 
on him that could not give areaſfonable ex- 
cuſe, for his abſence from Church on Sun- 
dayes,was one of the beſt Ordinances, that 
hath hitherto bin enated. But while wee 
ſought to make new Statutes, favouring of 
more ſeverity,we negleed the old,and _ 
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loath to execute the new : For it is a certaine 
Rule, that whoſoever in policy wall give li- 
berty, and yet ſeeme to ſuppreſſe a crime , 
let him procure ſharpe Lawes to be proclai- 
med , which are onely neceſlary for ſome 
times,and rare occaſions to be put in Execu- 
tion but not to be ar ordinary worke,for e- 
very day of the Weeke. Daily uſe likewiſe 
reacherh us,that it is lefſe grievous to puniſh: 
by an old Law,then by a new : Forſomuch, as 
Truth it ſelfe , ſeldome gets credit without 
proofe, and it is bard to free the people of ſuſpt= 
tion,that new Lawes are not rather wyented a- 
gainſt the particular perſons and purſes of men, 
then againſt the corrupt manners. By force of 
which reaſon, I am induced to conceive that: 
the old ule of the Church,contained in good 
nurture , and Ecclefiaſticall cenſures will 
much more-prevaile to muzzell Popery, then 
any freſh deviſes whatſoever. Neither.doe J 
thinke it blame-worthy, to affirme that our 
cauſe hath taken harme, by relying more on 
the Temporall, then the Spirituall Armes . 
For while we truſted that Capitall puniſh- 
ments ſhould ſtrike the ſtroake ; we have ne- 
glefted the meancs, which would, for tho 
moſt part, have diſcharged the need of ſuch 
ſeverity . The Oath of eAlegearce is not of- 
tered generally, to ſcrvants and meane Peo- 
ple 3 who if they had taken the Oath by ab-. 
ſolution of a Pref, might recoyle from it, 
or 
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or change their opinion at leifure,without a- 
ny ready mcanes to diſcover their Lep er-de- 
maine : that Oath 7 feare will uct tee of ten 
preſſed , and to them that ſhift from place to 
Place how can it Le tendered > Theprinci pall 
Papiits now cover themſelves, in the crowde 
of the multitude : but if we can diſcover the 
affetion of the mult:ztude,they cafily will be 
unmasked,and being ſingled out,reſt aſhamed 
of their nakednefſe; which under corre&ion 
of better judgment, may be effected, it every 
new commer,to inhabit ina Townez,and fer- 
vants newly entertaincd within a VWeeke, or 
X141j.dayes, be cauſed to repaire to the Mi- 
niſter,thcre in preſence of rhe (harchnarders, 
and othcr honett menzto ſubſcribe unto ſuch 
bricte and ſubſtantiall Articles concerning 
Faith,and eAlegeazce,as ſhall be according to 
Gods Wordyand Juſtice, ordained to diſtin- 
1th the ſheepe from the Goates. In forraine 
| 7 anbarte every Hoſt is bound to bring his 
Gueſt before an Officer 3 there to certific 
his name, with the occaſion of his comming, 
& intended time of his abode in thoſe parts 3 
and in caſe he ſtay longer he muſt again renew 
his Licence,ſo curtous and Vigilant : alſo are 
they to keepe their (ities from infettion, that 
without a Certificate, witneſiing their com- 
ming from wholſome places, they may not eſt aps 
the La-eretto. No leſſe ought wee to be watch- 
full to prece.zt the cont agion of our Soules, 
F 2 then 
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tacn other Nations are of their bodies,every 
- thing 15 bard,and ſcarcely pleaſing inthe be- 
gianing : But with time, ſome tuch courſe 
may be readily put in Execution ; waich [ 
»copaunl rather as matter for better heads, 
to worke on 3 then pzremptorily ta be inſi- 
fted on in the ſame Termes, 

But leſt any charge me-with Temer:ty;that 
when I defire to kno.y the multitudes incli- 
nation, by the meanes aforeſa1d : I ſatisfie 
my ſelfe with their Parrots Language, pro- 
nouncing it knoives not what: T thinke it not 
imperti:ent,to: put them: in mind,ithat here- 
—_ L have required inſtru&ions, both pre- 
cedeit and ſutſeguent 5 2nd 4am ever of the 
mind , that though all this cannot be done at 
o:ce 5 yet it 1 neceſſary alwayes to be doing our 
beſt : knon #99, that not to goe forwards tn Re- 
li210n,is the rex4y way to gee backwards. It is 
not the outward obedience of comming to 
Churcl;that diſcovers the inward thought of 
the heart : it 1s the confeſſion of the Tongue 
that muſt utter theſe ſecrets, eArnd where the 
(rates are inſufficient, or the Partſh great,] 
w1jh t"ey had (atechiſtes to aſvift them, main- 
tare! Lythe Purſes of the Recuſaats : which 
Per: 110n being collected for Gods cauſe, will 
free u; of (candall 3though it grieve ther-to 
pay rhe {pirituall Army,waged againſt their 
o-vnc Stratagems : ſurely by giving them 
way in pctty matters, they are growne to be 
very 
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very maſterfull in their party : Plato affir- 
merh,that :hePopular ſtate proceeded from the 
Litence, which the peaple took tomake immode- 
rate eApplauſes tn the Theaters ; when, as by 
arrogtting that immunity,i'vithour co::tro e- 
mecntzin place of rheir Governors, and per- 
Ceiving the Ng6zl:ty to joyne with them in 
the ſame paſſions, they thought their Heads 
as worthy to governe, as any of thole that 
were made out of the felfc-ſame mould : 
In like manner, while we ſuffer 1gnorance 0- 
penly to maintaine ſuch petty glimpſes of 
Popery, as are thought to be ſcarce worthy, 
to be look't at, and in {mall matters runne an 
irlifferent courſe, which neither make ſure 
friends, nor feeble Foes 3 unawaresthey take 
the bridle from us,and cate out Religion, as 
it were by an inſenſible G a-prena.

For by ſufferance of breaking ſmaller 
Lawes,People are emboldnedto fer thegrea- 
ter at nought. | ; 
To comprehend all things ina Law,which 
are neceſſary to the Reformation ,. I neither 
hold it profitable nor expedient. 3 yet ut 1s 
diſcretion to provide for the moſtimportant? 
ſmaller matters, whereof the Lawes (p-ake 
rot, arc to be commended to-the daſcretion 
F 3 
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of Parents, Maſters, and other reverent per- 
ſons,who by example and advice, may Ppre- 
pare younglings, by education and cuſtome, 
to obey the Lawes : eſpecially ſuch as are in 
high place ought, in this behalfe, to be like 
(eſarwife,Ngn ſolum crimineſed etiam cri- 
minis ſuſpitione Tacare, and with circumſpe- 
ion to behave themſclves 3 that the world 
may conceivezin requiring obedience to God 
and their Soveraigne z that they hold the 
multitade rather for companions;then flaves : 
if great men take another way, they may ſe- 
dace many by example 3 though by Words 
they expreſſe not their concealed opinions 3 
Tace ( loquere, ſaid God to Moſes,it is the 
ſpeech ofthe hearr, which utters more then 
words and ſyllables : And in our common 
Laweszit is held maintenance, when a great 
Perſonage, onely by his preſence countenan- 
ceth a cauſe. Neither let us ſecure our ſelves 
with this Argument : the Papiſts are plyable 
in ſmall matters, ergo , they will yeeld in 
greater 3 And beeauſc they tooke no Armes 
in 88. therefore it were needleſſe curioſity 
to ſuſpe& them now : for who knoiwes nor, 
that ſmall baites are uſed to take the orcateſt 
Fiſh,ut cum eſca una etiam ham devoretur, 
Warinefle is the finewes of Wiſdome, and 
nothing 15-more dangerous, then to be ſecure 
in matters of State: Therefore for the Lawes 
already made;l wiſh that the moſt effeuall 
of 
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of them, which leaſt concernes life, may be 
execured 3 For better it were not to make 
them,then by negle& to ſet them at liberty 3 
ſeeing that many @ffences there are , which 
men would abſtaine from, if they were for- 
bidden, but when a ſtri& commandement is 
avoided without punithment,therout ſprings 
an unbridled Licencehardly to be reformed 
by any rigour. 
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To conclude, I ſay freely,that who To en- 
dcth his dayes by a naturall death;he ſhall be 
<WQſubjet ro receive many mens doomey, for c- 
very particular offence 3 But when for Reli- 
gtons ſake,a man triumpheth over the ſword, 
that one eminent vertu2 razeth out.the me- 
mory of other exrours, and placeth him.that: 
ſodyeth,in Paradice ; iffcommon opinion 
may be lawfully vouched; whzch glory having 
many followers, and adnirers,awaketh even dull 
ſpsrits to affe#t their footeſteps, and to ſell thety 
lives, for the maintenance of the ſame cauſe : 
| need not envy the name of a Martyr to the 
Jeſuit 3 for his cauſe if it be rightly weighed, 
will blanch that title : but I defire to have all 
thoſe Lineaments defaced, which may com- 
pound that counterfeit Image,in proſecuting 
of which purpoſe, if ] have failed in my ad- 
viceand by confuſed handling intricated the 
queſtion, ) humbly requeſt, that a wiſe mans 
verdit,may mitigate the heavines of os 
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It is neither good to praiſe bad Counſels;he- 
cauſe of their good fuccefle 3 nor to 'con- 
demne good Counſels', if the Events prove 
not fortunate 3 leſt many be animated, to 
adviſe raſhly, and others diſhartnedo ceun- 
ſell gravely.
